Edward Grey to Mr Henniker-Heaton in the 
Hous of Commons, on the 13th June, 1893, 
it would appear that Franoo differentiates 
between the United Kingdom and her colo- 
nies for the reason that the former is a free- 
trade country, while the latter ara protec- 
tionist. 

3.—Suoh is, broadly speaking the case, 
but I would point out to your Lurdship that 
thia ian free-trade colovy, where no duties 
are levied on French bows or colonial pro- 
ducta, and it would appear only just that 
Franco should differentiate ‘between thosa 
British Colonies which are proteationiet and 
those which (like the Straits Settlemente) 
aro free-trade colonies. - 

4 —Tho question is vf more importance 
than a mere abstract one would be, for it 
appeara thal. the action of the French autho- 
ritles in refusing to grant the minimum tariff 
to this colony bas resulted in praotically dos- 
troying one {mportant branch of trade, 
namely, that of colton goods sold hers 
and afterwards purchased for export to 
Baigon, This trade in 1891 amounted to 
$1.116,298, while lost year it had failen to 
$953,306, and the total exports to Saigon 
for 1803 wore $1,287,666, againat $1,948,715 
in 1892. 

§.—The above figures help to show how 
yry injurious to this colony has heen the 
action of Franoe in this question, While 
we aro extending to her the benefita of 
frea-trado, ehe is practically olosing her 
Lastern ports oguinst us, on & pretext which 
might well apply ia the case of colonies posnes~ 
sing a high proteotive tariff. 1 would, thera- 
fore, humbly suggest that this apparent ano- 
maly—which I can only account for by sup- 
posing a want of accurate information on 
the part of the French Government of the 
conditiona of trade in tha various British 
Colonles—should be tmude the subject of 
fresh representations with a view to ob- 
4nining tor this and other frea-trads colonies

of tha United Kingdom, : 

4.—No customs duties ara imposed, nor 
would Her Majeuty’y Goverowent, as at 
present advised, allow ony such duties to be 
imposed upon imporls from Franoe or 
apy other couatry wor upon the tonnage of 
French shipping or of shipping of any other 
country. Lhe only toll which .the colony 
aske from the commerce of tho world isa 
charge for lighting the Glraits, ond the 
proceeda being somewhat in excess of the 
actual average charge, go to some extent to 
cover the cost of the polising of the anchor- 
ages, which aro equally open in their 
hospitality to the commerce uf all nations.

HILL'S LIVE TO CHINA, 

EVFECTS OF THE INCREASED COMPETITION, 

The reoent telegraphio advil 
ing the intention of Jamea J. Hilt, prasidant 
of the Great Norlbern Railway, to puton a 
ateamer line between Tacoma and the Orient 
in connection with the big transcontinental 
toad, has caused a great deal of comment in 
railroad and steamship cirotes, : 
. There are many people who repard Hill's 
plone as unsubstantial and not likely to be 
carried out in the near future, bat to others 
familiar with the situation the establishment 
of the proposed steamer Jina would causa 
voty little surprise. 

it is said that the Great Northera could 
establish a line of steamers to ply between 
Tacoma and the oriental ports now reached 
by the eeveral Ching lines in operation at a 
comparatively emall cost.. It could be dono 
in the way in which the Northern Pacifig 
and the Oregon Railway and Navigation 
Company besame factors in the Oriental 
trade, Within the past few weeka tho 
Oregon Railway and Navigation Company 
put ona line of steamers between Portland 
and tho Orient, but the fact did not oauso 
much comment, Only two steamships are 
tuning, bat the anmber can be increased 
atany time the traffic justifies it and with 
no coat to the company, ‘The two steamers 
have simply been chartered for the eervice. 
They were both tramps until the Oregod 
Railwoy aod Navigation Company engaged 
them to make regular trips between the 
terminus of ites road at Portland aod the 
ports of China and Japan. The Northorn 
Pacifio did tho aame thing, Praotically all 
the big steamers which now coustitute the 
Northern Fasifio'a China fleot wore tramps, 
There ara plenty of vessels of the samo olasa 
available for-the purpozo of establishing 
more Chino lines, and it ia paid that if Jim 
Hill arranges a Hive of ocean steamers to 
run out of Tacoma he will do precisely as 
the Qregon Ruilway aud Navigation Oom- 
pany bas done, No one expects to see Hill 
apeod several millions of dollurs in building 
powerful ocean’ greyhounds when a ouccen- 
fol cowpetition might be carried on by 
means of steamers of the same class as those 
bow tenning out of Portland and the Sound, 
‘In view of these. facts, President Hill’a 
expressed intentions of establishing a line of 
China eteamers are regarded as serious and 
the doubts which have been expressedyare 
believed lo be duo to an overestimate of the 
importance of the enterprise, 

The situation ia the Northwest at the pra- 
sent time is peouliar, The Canadian Paci- 
fio ia running three steamera to Japan and 
China—the Empress of India, tha Lmpreas 
of China and the Empress of Japan, Tha 
Northern Paoiflo has been improving its 
ocean service wotil it now has six etoamships 
and two dniling vessola plying between Ta- 
comaand tho Orient, Oat of Portland aro 
the eteamers of the Oregoa Railway and Na- 
vigation Company. The competition of all 
three companies bas taken a great deal 
of business from tho steamers of the Pasific 
Mail and the Occidental and Oriental rua- 
ning out of this port, and the competition is 
still so keon that the Northern Paoifio only

REMARKABLE DISCUVERIES IN 
EGYer * 

--Profescor-E.—Holl, LL.D., F.Bs3. tate 
Director-General of the Geological Survey 
of Iraland, took the ahair the other day a6 
the Midsummer Mooting of tho Viotorin 
Tustitate, in London, England. After the 
election of varioua home, American, and 
Colonial members, Mejor-Genorst Talloch, 
0.B., 0.M.G., gave an scocant of that park 
of Egypt in which ho lately carriod out u 
British War Office aurvey with a. view to 
the defence of the Suez Canal in disturbed 
times; the land surveyed included that 
portion of Egypt through which the route 
of the Fxodas was said to hava lain. In 
desoribing the present state of the land he 
pointed out that the conformation of tho 
country had somewhat altered eince that 
period, 3,400 yoars ago, but what eapeofally 
¢ame ander bis notiaa was tho action ofa 
gate of wind which had stopped all bia . 
survey work on the bordera of Lake 
Monzehleh ; in a few hours the oaat wind 
actually carried the watera of the Inke 
beyond the horizon, leaving all smiling 
vegsels-resting on the bad of the lake. Sa’. 
aniguo an event was not recorded by any 
modern traveller, though in Lid paper on 
tho * Route of the Hxodna’ read before the 
Victoria Inetitute four yeara ago, M. 
Naville had pointed ont that it was not en 
inoposeibillty, for history hod rocorded that 
the wind had in the pact century produced 
auch a phenomenon at the Geneva end of 
the Jake of thst name. An interestin, 
discassion onaned, and it was pointed oa! 
that, whorover tha passage of the Leraelite 
took place, yet the possibility of ‘water * 
being influenced by wind to so grent en 
extont was demonstrated.
